I was completely taken 
with Ocean Grove and its surround 

ings — so much so that 1 purchased 

the first lot ever sold there, the pre- 
mium being 188. 

"Having for some time previous 
been in had health, I concluded to try 
what I had been recommended — sea 
air. Too olose application to business 
had made inroads on my constitution, 
and my nervous system was seriously 
affected. So, a few days after pur- 

ohasing the lots, taking two horses, 
carriage and tent, and John Faker, 

my colored man, I left the hum of the 

busy city behind) i" become an in- 

hahitanl of the wild woods, when' my 
wearied body and brain might rest, 

lulled to sleep by the murmuring sea 
at night, and awakened in the inorn- 

ing by the songs of lords in the pine 
trees surrounding my couch. 

" John and I arrived at Ocean 

Grove just at nightfall, and having 
gotten our horses under shelter in a 
barn belonging to Charles Rogers, 

near the present Ocean drove school- 
house, we entered the woods, and 

about half a mile off, erected our twit. 

It was too dark to gat poles, so we 

hung the tent on the beams of what 

was afterwards the Association Ollice, 
the first building ever erected in 

Ocean Grove. (This building stood 
near the Auditorium, and was after- 
ward lorn down or removed.) The 
building at that lime was without 
roof. We were without light, and 
ROOD alter lunching on some crackers 
We lay down to sleep, our heads rost- 
Lng on the oairiage cushions, and our 

covering being the oarriage blankets. 

So we spent OUT first, night in Ocean 

Grove, and so began an entire chance 

iii my mode of life, and which led 
eventually to an almost complete re- 
storation to healt h. 

" In the morning Baker sighed and 

said, ' Mr, B., this is a wilderness 
plaoe ' He was homesick ; for let the 

reader, who perhaps has lieeii on the 

same spot during the busy summer 

season, and heard the continuous clink 
of the telegraph instrument and seen 
I he va -i t hrong of men and maidens 

call for their letters when the mail ar- 
rives, remember it was far different 
on the morning <>f whioh we arc writ - 
although it was the 10th of 
June, not s soul was within hearing 

distance of us. I cheered him !>y 

saying: ' Oh I don't be east down,' 
ami soon we were eating on i morning 
lunch. That finished, we proceeded 

to my lots on | he lake, and pitched 
our small tent on the ground now 
built upon and owned by Rev. Alfred 
Cookman'a widow. \\\ large tent 

was creeled on the lot owned by Win. 

I'. Breok, Fs<|., and so we began our 

( 'rusoe life. I biring the day we 
casion.ilU saw Foreman i-'ranklin's 
men, who worked ahoiit the grounds, 
and at night we were left to our 
solilude. Mr. Franklin's men lented 
on the lots now covered hy the I lav 
ward cottages, hut on 'Sundays went 
to their homes in the interior id' the 
township. 

"Baker was my steward, house- 
keeper and cook. I procured a ho\ 
and dui; a hole in the ground and put 
it in, and that was our ice-house. 

We would sometimes drive to Long 
Branch, six miles away, and procure 

food, principally canned goods, Fore- 
man Franklin's nun indulged more in 

fresh meats than Baker ami 1, so I 

would trade canned good., for the old 

fashioned savory stew that gave 

mUSOle to the men who first removed

"One evening Baker and I took a

"I tilling the camp-ineeting that 
took place In August, we often heard 
the enquiry. Who owns the land on 
the other side of the lake 't One dav 
Rev. Win. 15. Oshorn and myself 
went over, and at the risk of having 
the clothes torn from our bodies, 
worked our way through the briars 
Until we reached Sunset Fake. And. 
like the red man of whom we read in 
tradition, we could say ' Alabama— 
here we rest ;' for we stood on the 
hanks of as beautiful a sheet of water 
as can he found anywhere. We re- 
turned to the Grove DJ way of the 
beach, and soon set to work to make 
OB a company to purchase the land. 
We learned the owner would not sell 

the land in parcels, hut the purchaser 

must lake the whole or none. Here 
was a difficulty ; five hundred acres ! 
•Never mind,' said some, 'the more 
land we have the more profit we will 
have.' Our company was to consist 
of eight persons, some of whom were 
very enthusiastic ] hut alas! when 
the cool nights of autumn came along 
it chilled their enthusiasm, and their 
example had its chilling effect on me. 
Hut I often thought of the matter, and 
as soon as I heard that Bishop Simp- 
son, of the M. F. Church, urged the 

Ooean Grove Association to purchase 

it, to prevent its tailing into the 
hands of some one who was not in 
Sympathy with the enterprise they 
had In their hands, 1 called on David 

11. BroWO, proposed he should join me 

iii the purchase by takii ighth, 

the price asked heiug about |*t 

' No,-.' said he, ' I am determined to 

have nothing to do with any enter- 
prise in that, neighborhood that would 
seem lo place me in an inconsistent 
position, as I am now Treasurer of 

the Ooean Grove .Association. This 

T will do : I will write to every 

member of the Association, and if 

the] say buy it, I am inclined to 
think I shall not oppose it, although I 
think we have enough land now. 
Hut if they do not buy it, you can. 
And as yOU wish me to negotiate the 
purchase, 1 will do so, on condition 
that vou advance the requisite 
amount to secure the property, and if 
the Association decide to take it, 

your money to lie refunded. We are 

to have a week's option lo consider 
(he matter.' A majority of the As- 
sociation decided not to purchase (he 
land, although some urged it very 
strongly ; so the properly became 
nunc I at the same time assuring 
them that the properly would be re- 
sold only to won parties as would ap- 
preciate the situation of the place. 
After the purchase, the briars before 
alluded to, with the tangled under- 
brush, were removed at a 00 
several thousand dollars. And very

She has heard 
of Dr. Hell's H Deaf Variety of Human 
Race," you see, hut now she has 
changed her mind because she lias 
seen with her own eves m offspring 
of a deaf-mute couple, Cornie Sebar 
Porter, the sixteen-months-ohl baby 
of Mr, and Mrs. d. S. Porter. 

Miss Amy House, of Haltimore, a 
friend of the grand-daughter of Mrs. 
Henderson, is considered a wonder by 
those who know her at Ocean drove. 
She is described as pretty, and they 
greatly wonder that she' can dance, 
and yet not hear a sound. 

Among the attractions at Asbury 
Park, which deaf-mutes should not 
fail to see, are Edison's latest inven- 
tion, which is considered the greatest 
wonder of the age. We refer to the 
kinctoscopc, which has already been 
described in this paper by the editor. 
It is to tiie deaf wdiat the telephone 
is to the hearing. It is for the first 
time being exhibited at Ocean «■ 
The scenes exhibited arc the Barber 
Shop, the Tight Hope Walker, High- 
land Dance, Bandow Kxeroising and 
the Saloon Scene. The latter scene is 
in clear pantomime. The other new 
attractions which deaf-mutes quite 
enjoyed are the Haunted Svviiu 
and the Electrical Casino, as exhibit- 
ed at the World's Fair in Chicago 
last summer, but greatly improved.

The Cross Deaf and Dumb School, 
which has recent ly been Completed, 
was formally opened on Saturday last 
J>V the Bar! of Derby, U. 0. P. 
There is probably no need here to go 

into the history— brief as it so far is 

of the new school, as it has already 
been given on more occasions than 
one, and is t hercforc very well known. 
Whilst (hat is the case, however, it 
should be stated that but for the 
noble generosity of the late Miss 
Cross, of Myersoough, this beautiful 
building which is to be the educa- 
tional home of a class of the infirm 
for whom all have compassion — would 
not in all probability have been in 
existence. How largely this lady's 
heart was opened to ihc alllietod deaf 

and dumb can probably not be 

gauged even by her handsome gifts, 
but what she did is more than an 
earnest expression of her keen sym- 
pathy. Miss Cross had in all made 
gifts towards the movement amount- 
ing to no less than £7,000, ami up 
to the period id' opening a total ..I 
something like 611,800 had been 
raised from all sources; in fact, there 
were funds to meet, all requirement s 
but that <d' furnishing, 45700 being 

necessary to cover Ihc outlay in this 
respect. The endow men! fund, for 

management, etc, it may be added, 
amounts ai present to between 61,000 

and 61.700. It will thus be seen 
that, with out Speaking ol other 
gratifying circumstances, the auspices 
under which the building was to be 
opened were of the most encourag- 
ing nature. The school is under 

the management of a committee con 

sisting of the Von, Archdeacon Raw- 
storne, Revs. Canon Kawdon, .1. D. 
Harrison, S. P. Harris, and Missis. 
R. 0. Asshei.m, w T. Bourne, 

.lames Clegg, T. Cokson, S. Crosslev,

Regarding the new 
building, il mUSt be said that its 
position is a happy one from verv 
many points ol' view. To begin with*, 
the situation is an exceedingly pretty 
one perhaps SB charming as an'v 
which con d have been found tor it in 
the district. The spot chosen lies 

just beyond the oemeteri on the 

Sainlcsbury Road, and it is one ex 
ceptionally suitable,, commanding, as 
I does, a line view of the Rihblc and 
a wide expanse of beautiful country 
around, with such picturesque eur- 

roundings even an indillerent build- 
Lag OOuld not fail to attract, but here 
the structure accords with its environ 
incuts, and the whole view is made 
doubly pleasing. Tne design of the 
schools— -for whom the architects 
were Messrs. Sanies and Green, of 

Blackburn— is both artistic and well 

adapted lo the work which is lobe 
carried on. The main building is 

constructed of Darwen brick with 

facings of Yorkshire stone. The de- 
tailed description has already been 
given in the " Herald," but it 'may be 
said here that the frontage has a most 
ileasant appearance, and is in no way 
navy or sombre. Plenty of light is 

afforded by the spacious bay windows,

The new schools, which arc at

The Ven. Archdeacon acknowledged 
the vote, and bore testimony to the 
personal character of the committee, 
and the care with whioh they had 
carried out the work. When the 
ladies and gentlemen present went 
through the building they would see 
with what oare and kindness the com- 
fort of those who would occupy it had 
been provided for — (hear, hear). 

Dr. Stainer, who had all through 
the proceedings occupied himself in 
translating by means of the sign- 
language the remarks of the various 
sneakers, delivered a short address on 
the education of the deaf and dumb.

He sincerely hoped 
the originators and promoters ' of that 
noble institution would adopt the sug- 
gestion of the late Royal Commission, 
and give every child admitted within 
its walls the opportunity of develop- 
ing the faculty of speech and acquir- 
ing the power as far as possible of 
reading words and sentences from the 
lips of those who spoke slowly ami 

distinctly to them. He would remind 

them that all deaf olrtldien were not 
dumb when they came to school. A 
certain portion, it might be a small 
portion, acquired speech before thev 
became deaf, and fo use no other 
means for their education than manual 
siiM,s would be to make them dumb 
who were not so. This he was certain 
would never be done within those 
walls, for the committee has decided 
to carry out what he had called a 
" dual " system, or both 
taught separately to the two "cla 
of children who were deaf, but cap- 
able of acquiring speech, and ttl 
who were incurably dumb.
